PLAYED HIMSELF FREE. 


of ‘Muccian Pianist Who 
Wanted to Go to Germany. | 

Arthur wlehints the famous pianist, 
wished to crosé the western Russian border 
recently for the purpose of filling his en- 
gagementés to play in several German cities. 
As a Russian subject he was obliged to go 
through all sorts of formalities with Rus- 
sian o S before leaving the country. 
lave weeks before the date of his first con- 
} eert he asked Captaiti ofthe city of St. 
Petersburg, whére he was stopping, to ask 
the Governor of Lavonia to ask the mayor 
of Pernau, where he was born, for thecon- 
sent of the Pernatl Lg a the departure 
of Arthur Friédheim to Germany. Of course, 
the mayor and the police of Pernau had 
nothing t Mr>Priedheim or his con- 
cert tour in Germany, and they said soin a 
letter which they sent to the Captain of the 
capital by return mail. 

Owing to the wretchedness of the Li- 
vyonian maileervice this answer was 
stranded in a fourth-rate post-office a few 
miles from Yernau and lay there four weeks. 
At the endof the secoud week Mr. Fried- 
heim had broken two engagements to give 
concerts in Germany. At the end of the 
third wens he bad broken four engagements 


and was 
from German theatrical managers whom he 
had disappoifited. The fourth week brought 


a 


telegrams and demands of an explanation, 


but no letter from Pernau. 

Freidheim was in despair, says the New 
York Sun, and he resolved to cross the 
border without passes. He tried it, was ar- 
rested, and was taken before the chief of 
the district, who sent him to prison after 
confiscating his papers. In Friedheim’s 
pocket-book were a package of his visiting- 
ecards and several newspaper criticisms of 
his playing. The chief concluded that he 
had caught the murderer of Arthur Fried- 
heim, He had Friedheim, whom he sus- 
pected of murdering himself and confiscat- 
ing his own papers, doubly ironed and 
doubly guarded. After protesting and ap- 
pealing for a whole day, Friedheim got an 
audience with thechief. He reiterated in 
vain the statement that he was Arthur 
Freidheim, the pianist. The chief wouldn’t 
believe him. Finally Friedheim begged to 
be allowed to prove his identity by playing. 
The chief, who was something of a musi- 
cian, consented. Friecheim was marched 
through the street to the chief's house be- 
tween two soldiers and was set down be- 
forea piano. He played the second rhap- 
sody of Liszt. Assoon as he ftinished the 
chief removed the guard, saying: “Now I 
know you, Frie¢seim.’’ The pianist was re- 
leased on his promise to return to Bt. 


| Petersburg for his passes. 


Upon his arrival in the capital Friedheim 
found the letter from Pernau and his other 
papers ready forhim. Four days later he 
began pisying in Germany with a record of 
seven broken engagements behind him. 
The official red tape, of which he was a vic- 
tim, so disgusted him with the Government 
ofthe Czar that he has declared his inten- 
tion to give up his Russian citizenship to 
become a subject of Emperor William II.

Let 
our mountains fill with snow, so 
the grass can be brought back and 
the streams run full, carrying 
plenty of water to the valleys. 
That means wealth and health for 
the country.

Valuabie Information. 

Wasuimrerton, August 3.—Secretary 
Noble of the Interior received a tele- 
gram from Governor Shoup of Idaho, 
setting forth the resolutions passed by 
Constitutional Convention, stating 
that speculators are following the 
United States irrigation and surveying 
parties and taking up valuable water 
rights. In reply, Secretary Noble 
quoted the provisions of the law pro- 
viding for the survey now in progress, 


which he thinks covers the grounds 
and protects all rights. Amoug other 
am this law provides that all lands 
which may hererfter be designated 
or selected by such United States sur- 
veys for sites for reservoirs, ditches or 
canals for irrigation purp ses, and all 
lands made susceptibie of irrigation by 
such reservoirs, ditches or canals, are 
from this time henceforth hereby re- 
served from sale as the property of the 
United States, shall not be subject, 
after the passage of this Act, to entry, 
settlement or occupation until further 
provided by law; provided, the Presi- 
dent at any time, in his discretion, by 
proclamation, may open apy portion or 
all the lands reserved by this provision 
to settlement under the homestead law. 
The Secretary points out that it is 
impossible for speculators to acquire 
title to a single acre of land while thie 
law is in force, and adds: This, I 
think, is the full eause of the whole 
trouble between the Territories of 
Idaho and Utah, and the parties enter- 
ing upon these lands in either Terri- 
tory will be subjected to the superior 
title and further control of the United 
States.

GOOD MOVE 


The Commissioners Appoint a 
Committees te Wait on the One 
Shertiy to Visit Us in the In- 
terest of Irrigations. 

The Board of Commissioners, at a 
meeting held on Thursday, appointed 
R. L. Falton,T.V. Julien,T. K. Stewart, 
C. H. Stoddard and James Mayberry 
a committee to gather statistics and 


present them to the Congressional 
Water Storage Committee, which is 
shortly to be here. This is a move in 
the right direction, a little late, but, 
nevertheless, timely. It is what the 
Gazetre has been advocating for two 
months. The Board used good judg- 


ment in its selection, too. Mr. Fulton 
is a gentleman in every way qualified 
for the important duty imposed upon 
him. He knows where every town- 
ship and section corner is from the 
summit of the Sierras to the Utah 
line, besides having a correct knowl- 
edge of what portion is accessable to 
water, and a better appointment gould 
not have been made. Mr. Stewart, 
too, is well acquainted with the topog- 
raphy of the county, and is a close 
observer and knows a good deal about 
Nevada’s resources. Mr. Julien is 
deeply interested in the subject of irri- 
gation and has given it much thought, 
and will be a valuable man on the 
committee, ahd when it comes to 
Washoe county no man is better posted 
than Charley Stoddard. James May- 
berry was one of the early pioneers 
and has watched Nevada from her 
infancy, and, being a man of practical 
ideas, is well fitted for the trust. Lf 
the gentlemen from the Fast don’t 
understand | what can be done with 
water and /the possibilities of the 
Truckee basin after they meet the 
committee, the Gazerre will be mis- 
taken.

A NATURAL ORATOR. 


Maine’s Tom Fitch Gone toe the 
Final Shades. 

A Maine paper, kindly handed to 
the Gazette by Captain Bragg, gives 
an interesting account of the late A.
